Sir Fdward Clarke Mak -s a Speech in Re- 
gard to America’s Contentions and the 
Monroe Docirine—An Organization to 
Londen to Bring About an Arbitration 


Tribunal. 


Sir Edward C/arke, speaking at Ply- 
mouth, Eag., the other evening, in re- 
ferring to Venezuela, raid: “We must 
not be too impatient or angry with the 
Monroe doctrine. If we refase to arbi- 
trate except outside the Schomburgk line 
we should have war with the United 
States and a war in which we should not 
be right. Each side must yield to some 
extent. We must ignore the Americrn 
commission, but to say that a line fixed 
in IS10 was unalterable, was to adopt as 
unreasonable an attitude as the United 
States adopted in President Cleveland’s 
message.’ He hoped, he said, the gov- 
ernment would resume negotiations with 
Veneznela direct, and that sore mediator 
would be found whese judgement would 
be accepted with honor. In that ease, 
he continued, we would be called upon 
to bear the tannts both here and i 
America, [t would not be pleasant to hear 
that we had yield d aferthe Presidents 
message, but he did not believe in a bas- 
tard honor which feared to do justice ba- 
cause justice had been demanded with 
insult or menace. It business 
especially to face the calamity of 
war with America, to make up our minds 
to what was right and to do the right, 
caluly and qnietiv regardless of taunt, 
and content that we have learned to pre- 
serve peace by the only eondact worthy 
ofavreat nation.

THE COIFFURE. 


How to Make Soft, Loose Puffs That are so 
Becoming. 


It is inexcusable in @ Woman to neg: 
lect her hair. Mrs. Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, who is in her Sist year, arran- 
ges her hair in the soft white puffs that 
are so familiar to all who know her as 
panctiliously as a debutante preparing 
for hee tirst ball. 

One can acquire great facility in hair 
dressing by a little practice, It is easier 
to puff hair that is comparatively short 
than the long tresses that hang below 
the waist, but if the hair is properly 
prepared it will roll into a puff no mat 
ter what its length may be. 

To begin with, no coiffure can be well 
arranged unless the hair is first securely 
ticd in place, Sometimes it is tied high, 
somtimes low, according to the style 
that is wanted. After that the hair 
may be divided into as many parts as 
necessary. 

A very pretty arrangement for thick 
hair is done in this way: ‘Tie the hair 
securely about half way from the neck 
to the crown of the head, Then take a 
strand at the top about equal to one- 
fourth of the hair, tie a Knot at the end 
and roll it up, making « horizontal paff. 
Then twist the remainder of the hair 
into an equine knot, and the coiffure is 
arranged, Add a jeweled comb and the 

effect is very pretty. A more elaborate 
style can be obtained by adding more 
puffs. 

Some women have great difficulty in 
rolling the hair into the glossy cylin- 
Those who find it impossible, get 
over the difficulty by solling the hair 
on kid curlers. This imakes good, se- 
cure pulls, but they look very stiff, and 
are not nearly as pretty as the soft rolls 
that are made by looping the hair over 
the two forefingers and then twirling 
them around each other until the lock 
is wound up.
